The undersigned hereby states that the substance of the 
interview is accurately reflected in the Interview Summary 
and in the Remarks of Applicant's Amendment submitted 
October 10, 2006, with one exception; specifically, the 
Claims do not preclude a turret structure generally; 
however, they do preclude interpretation of the turret 
structure disclosed in Otaki in such a manner as would meet 




the claimed intermediate magnification varying part 
(Applicant presumes that this was the intent of the 
Examiner's comments in the Interview Summary). For example, 
Otaki shows an intermediate magnification varying part 
having a revolver (20) holding different objective lenses. 
(See Otaki, Figs. 1 and 2.) There is no teaching in Otaki 
of an intermediate magnification part to vary the 
magnification of a sample observed through a same objective 
lens .
